Teat in* Coat ' ' 

An apparatus by which an engineer 
may test or determine the quality and 
adaption of the ooal he receives is de- 
scribed in the Boston Journal of Com- 
merce The test is not intended to be an 
analysis, but principally to show the 
amount of fixed carbon in the coal and 
the percentage of ash. As each carload 
is received samples are taken from 20 or 
morejjarts of the car, thoroughly mixed 
and quartered, each quarter being also 
mixed and quartered until the sample is 
obtained This sample is then carefully 
weighed, the volatile matter driven off. 
weighed again, and the carbon consumed, 
and the ash weighed. This estimate is 
important in guarding against the use 
of ooal having an undue percentage of 
ash. The various coals differ in the per- 
centage of ash which they contain, some 
Cumberland coals having from 12 to 14 
per oent of ash, while a good New river 
will have as low as 8 of i per cent. 
Thus, though the coals may look alike 
to^ the average engineer, the heat value 
characterizing them is lOperceut great- 
er in one description than the other, 
and, ascertaining this, an important 
saving in the cost of fuel may result

The Court of Appeal* Holds That 
Banks Should bo Tazod. 

Frankfort, Ky., March 24.— The 
Court of Appeals this morning de- 
cided the bank tax cases, affirming 
some and reveising others, deciding 
that they were subject to county and 
municipal taxation. 
This overrules the decision of last 
^.Tuue, 

The decision of the court effects 
every bank in the State. It reverses 
the previous decision, which held that 
banks should be taved under the Hew- 
itt law, and subjects all banks to the 
ad valorem tax. 

The facts in the case in brief are 
(hat in 1885 the Legislature passed 
what is known as the Hewitt bill, ac- 
cording to vrhich the banks were to 
pay to the State 75 cents on every 
0100, and were not to be subject lo 
an v other taxation. 

This was accepted by the banks, and 
• contract entered into. But |in 1893 
the Legislature did away with the 
lie witt law, and passed a bill taxing 
the bank* according to the ad valo- 
rem system without deducting debts. 
The banki contested this, and they 
were sustained in their objejHon by 
the Court of Appeals, which held that 
(he Hewitt law should hold. 

But a number of banki hi been 
formed since 1888, when the Hewitt 
law, was passed, and the<e were sub- 
jected to the ad valorem tax. They 
sued, holding that thev should not be 
taxed on other conditions ihau 
old banks. These are the oases that 
were decided to-day. 

The Court of Appeals has been 
changed since 1893, and the decision 
to-day not only holds that the 
banks shall be taxed on the ad valorem 
•ystem, but also reverses the previous 
decision, holding that the Hewitt law 
\ is unconstitutional and that all banks 
\ «hall pay an ad valorem tax. 

Whether the banks can be made to 
pay back taxes will have to be decid- 
ed by further litigation. In all 
probability the cases will be futher 
coutested and will be taken to the 
(Jdlted States Supreme Court.

We believe that in making this ri- 
quest we are seeking the best welfare 
of the citizens, especially the youth of 
our land, who could not but be bru- 
talized by -such life-like representa- 
tions ot these degrading spectacles. 
We learn that preparations upon the 
largest scale are being made for in- 
vading not alone our great cities, but 
every village and hamlet with this 
ipectacular performance, so that, bad 
as was the influence of the fight upon 
the comparatively few who witnessed 
it in person, it would be infinitely 
worse, becaure so much uore far- 
reaching if thus produced. 

We are making a like request of 
chief officials and Legislatures of the 
various States, and have strong hope 
that, In the maj <rity of them, tbe nec- 
essary legislation may result.

The itifluence of the press should be 
used for the ennoblir.g of humanity, 
not its demoralization. Papers should 
aim to make their presence acceptable 
in the home rather than cater to a 
growing depravity among the few. 
Whatever ia instructive, elevating 
and strictly true is the highest stand- 
ard desirable in all journalism, that 
is entitled to be patronized. With 
such an aim editors should find the 
best interests of their rcaden 
greatest success. 

The axiom of the Sun is ah 
bJ» and pernicious. The newspaper 
ought never to be < 
a principle. There are many things 
that God permits to take place that 
abould be excluded by the publi 
press. Whatever tend* to break 
down the proper feeling of delicacy 
and modesty in man or woman must, 
to a greater or less extent, vitiate noi 
only the language in which it is ex- 
pressed but the public morals them- 
selves. Of course distinctions are to 
be drawn, and they must depend on 
the good judgment of the conductors 
of the press to publish what will tend 
to elevate, and uplift society.
